Composed of 18 narrow straiglit stripes and 18 broad conical stripes, pointing to 
centre of Stool^ intersected by the narrow atraight stripes. The centre of Stool i$ 
worked after the striped part is completed. The conical stripes are generally done 
m bright shades ; the narrow stripes are done in dark marked colours, but not of 
an attractive hue. For example — 

Black and brown, narrow....,, Light green, broad. 

Black and brown, narrow Carmine, broad. 

Black and brown, narrow Bright blue, broad. 

Black and brown, narrow Pink, broad. 

Black and brown, narrow Buff, broad. 

Black and brown, narrow Purple, broad. 

These worked three times form the 18 narrow straight stripes and the 18 broad 
conical stripes. 
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In making up the Stool, the bottom is formed of a round stout pasteboard (called 
mill-board) of 18 inches diameter, covered with coloured moreen, and stuffed with 
fine combed wool. The bottom of knit part is drawn up, and sewed neatly on to 
the pasteboard. The Stool requires two skeins of black fleecy of four plies, and one 
of all the other colours.
